In other actions the board re- 
jected a compromise proposed 
by freeholder David M. Grant 
on the controversia! .issue 
volving the number and method 
of selection of Aldermen, and 
adopted proposals strengthening | 
the hand of the Mayor in prepa- | 
ration of the pay plan for city 
employes. 

Webb said his proposal for 
labor and management repre- 
sentation on the civil service 
commission would provide a 
proper balance and give labor 
“a fair shake.”

The bill is designed to cor- 
rect the present system of 
multiple polling places. Some 
voters in St. Louis county and 
other areas of the state were 
forced to go to as many as 
four different voting locations 
to cast ballots in the April 2 
elections. 

The bill introduced today was 
presented by Senator Floyd R. 
Gibson (Dem.), Independence, 
president pro tem of the Sen- 
ate. He was joined as co-spon- 
sors by Senators Hartwell G. 
Crain of St. Louis county, Re- 
publican floor leader, and John 
W. Noble (Dem.), Kennett. 

In explaining the purpose of 
the bill, Gibson said: “It is a 
great inconvenience to the vot- 
ers and a misuse of public 
funds to have separate voting 
places in each precinct to 
handle the voting in separate 
elections. 

“The sole objective of this 
bill is to eliminate tne neces- 
sity of voters going to three or 
four different places to cast bal- 
lots the same day. It is a mat- 
ter of simple economy and con- 
venience.” 

Since the time for introduc- 
tion of bills had expired in the 
Senate, it was necessary for 
Gibson tu optain- unanimous 
‘consent of the Senators to al- 
low presentation of the bill.

Cross-examination of Joseph 
G. Costello, ex-convict head of 
the Ace Cab Co., was completed 
today at his trial in United 
States District Court for al- 
leged violation of the Federal 
Firearms Act. He was followed 
by other witnesses for the de- 


fense, which expected to com- 
plete its case late today. 

Joseph J. Cannella, an Ace 
Cab supervisor, is being tried 
with Costello on charges of 
conspiring to violate the fire- 
arms act by shipping revolvers 
from [Illinois into Missouri. 
Trial is before a jury in the 
court of Judge George H. 
Moore. 

Ace Driver Testifies. 

Following brief concluding 
cross-examination of Costello, 
the defense called John Vicich, 
4042 Cleveland avenue. The 
witness said he is a furniture 
mover, who works part-time as 
a driver or dispatcher for the 
Ace Cab Co. Following a bur- 
glary at his home early last 
year Vicich asked Cannella to 
obtain a revolver for him, he 
testified. 

His testimony was in cor- 
roboration of statements by 
Cannella, who previously told 
the jury he had been asked by 
a driver to get a revolver. 


general denial of the charges. 
Answering questions about his 
early life, he told the jury he 
was convicted of burglary and 
larceny in St. Francois county 
in 1936 under the name of 
George Costello. George is his 
middle name. His attorney, 
Morris A. Shenker, then asked 
the defendant to explain the 
purchase of three Smith & 
Wesson revolvers in December 
1955 from a Granite City gun 
dealer. 
*Says Cannella Bought Them. 
The witness declared the re- 
volvers were purchased by Can- 
nella, who asked to accompany 
Costello when the latter went 
taxicab business. He said he 
taxicab advertising with the op- 
erator of Yellow Cabs in Gran- 
ite City, but the Granite City 
man “forgot the appointment.” 
Cannella stopped at the gun- 
shop of Earl Lewis, in the 2300 
block of Madison avenue, Cos- 
tello said, while he went to the 
taxicab office, on State street. 
Later, Costello continued, he 


drove to the gun shop and 
walked to the door after fail- 
ing to attract Cannella’s atten- 


‘tion by blowing the automobile 


‘horn. 


He denied having any 
conversation with Lewis, how- 
ever. 

Discussing his arrest Feb. 27, 


1956, when police reported find- | 
ing one of the revolvers pur- 


chased in Granite City in the 
locked glove compartment of 


‘his Cadillac, Costello said the

revolver was placed there the 
day before by Cannella without 
his knowledge. He explained 
that he occasionally permitted 
“some of the boys who wanted 
to put on the dog to use the 
Cadillac,” and allowed Can- 
nella to drive the machine. 

Denies He Had Seen Weapon. 

Shown the revolver, which 
police said they found loaded in 
the glove compartment, the wit- 
ness asserted he had not seen it 
until police showed the weapon 
to him at headquarters. 

On cross-examination by As- 
sistant United States Attorney 
Forrest Boecker, the witness 
testified he has a .38-caliber re- 
volver at his home on Gurney 
court, and there is a pistol in 
his desk drawer at his office. 
He said the revolver was given 
to him five years ago by a cab 
driver, and the pistol was in 
the. desk when William D. 
James, former president of Ace 
Cab Co., died in 1950. “It has 
sentimental value,” Costello ob- 
served. 


He also was questioned about 
a revolver found by police ‘in 
the ¢runk of the Cadillac fol- 
lowing an arrest in April 1956. 
Costello said a traveling bag, 
containing the revolver, was 
placed in the trunk by mistake 
after the Cadillac and another 
automobile were washed. 

Two Back Costello. 

Costello’s testimony was sup- 
ported by two company em- 
ployes, Robert James and Wil- 
liam A. Laird. James testified 
that the revolver found in Cos- 
tello’s automobile trunk be- 
longed to him. It got in the 
Costello cadillac, the witness 
said, when a bag containing a 
convertible top for James’s ma- 
chine was placed in the other 
car through error. 

Laird, an adjuster, told the 
jury he overheard Cannella ask 
to borrow the Cadillac. He 
added that he also had driven 
the machine on many occasions 
with Costello’s consent. 

Cannella told the jury he 
purchased the _ revolvers. in 
Granite City for himself and 
tavern operators, who 
“protection.” He _  in- 
sisted Costello had no connec- 
tion with the transaction. When 
he took one of the revolvers 
home his wife protested, Can- 
nela lrelated, and he prepared 
to sell the weapon to a taxicab 
driver. He added that he placed 
the revolver in the glove com- 
partment of Costello’s automo- 
bile and forgot it. 

Federal agents, testified last 
week that Cannella implicated 
Costello in the purchase of the 
revolvers in statements to them. 
Cannella “appeared fearful” 
after the interview, the federal 
js related.

| Austin, speaking at the open- 
ing session of the association’s 
eastern mortgage conference 
yesterday, also predicted that 
the peak in interest rates may 
well have passed. Austin is 
president of the T. J. Bettes 
Co. of Houston, largest mort- 
gage banking firm in the coun- 
try.

“The key to the current out- 
look is in the insured and guar- 
anteed sector” of the mortgage 

| money market, Austin said. He 

described the December in- 

crease in the interest rate on 

| mortgages insured by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration as 
“too little and too late,” but 
he noted that FHA applications 
have risen for the past three 
months. 


He also predicted the inter-

| Noting that March figures 
on housing starts put the an- 
nual rate at 880,000 during 1957, 
Austin explained his forecast 
of a higher rate this way:

FHA financing ought to be good 
for at least 150,000 and might 


come close to last year’s 188,- 
000. VA financing. which ac- 
counted for 271,000 starts in 
1956, may yield around 100,- 
000 units.

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BONN SCIENTIST 
STRIKE BACK AT 
ADENAUER STAN

BONN, April 16—The nucle- 
ar scientists who warned the. 
government last Friday against 
equipping West Germany's new 
armed forces with atomic weap- 
ons have struck back at Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer. 

Five West German physicists 
categorically rejected the re- 
plies of the Chancellor and his 
ministers to the statement of 
protest they and 13 others had 
issued. They implied that the 
government’s leaders had been 
guilty of deceiving the German 
people about the destructive | 
power of tactica] atomic weap- | 
ons. Adenauer had described | 
the new wecpons as a modern | 
development of artillery. 

The scientists rejected Ade- 
nauer’s assertion that atomic 
armament was a political mat- 
ter for which he, as head of 
the government, was primarily 
responsible. They contended 
that they had a duty as citizens 
to take a stand and warn the 
people against the dangers of 
atomic weapons. 

In their statement Friday, 
the 18 nuclear physicists, in- 
cluding four Nobel Prize win- 
ners, warned the government 
they would not participate in 
the production, testing and use 
of atomic weapons.

Jordan Looks Westward 


A serious crisis for the Middle East—and 
perhaps for all the world—has been averted. 
Although regarded as weak, 21-year-old King 
Hussein of Jordan has displayed strength enough 
to oust conspiratorial leaders, to find a new 
premier and a new cabinet, and to retain the 
loyalty of his army. Whether pro-Western and 
anti-Communist Hussein can maintain this pow- 
er may be a question for history, but he has 
met his first major challenge splendidly. 

He has averted partition of his kingdom, con- 
flict with Israel, and an Arab civil war which 
the Communists were ready to exploit. And 
such an extension of the Kremlin’s influence in 
the oil-rich Middle East might have involved 
the West in the general turmoil. 

The underlying causes of the trouble are 
complex. First of all, Jordan is weak, It was 


carved out of the Turkish Empire by the Britishy 


after World War I, and most of its people do not 
regard themselves as Jordanians, but as Pales- 
tinians or Syrians. The country also is poor. 
It was sustained by British grants until the 
ouster of Glubb Pasha last year. 

Other Arab leaders put pressure on Hussein 
to break with Britain for the sake of Arab na- 
tionalism, now represented in its most aggres- 
sive form by President Nasser of Egypt. Their 
promise to make up the loss of British help to 
Jordan has been half-kept at best. 

Meanwhile pro-Nasser and pro-Communist 
leaders advanced themselves in Jordan—with 
help from Syria, the most pro-Communist of the 
Arab countries. Outstanding among these was 
former Premier Nabulsi. He and other conspira- 
tors were ousted by the King last week. That 
Nabulsi has been given a place in the cabinet 
of Maj. Gen. Ali Hayari suggests compromise, 
but the new government may feel that he may 
do less harm within its ranks than if completely 
free to work against it. 

Marital ties with the ruling family of neigh- 
boring Iraq probably helped Hussein. Especially 
in ordering Syrian troops out of his kingdom, 
he probably had the support of his other neigh- 
bor, King Saud, who wants neither an Arab civil 
war nor an Israeli army in the part of Hussein’s 
realm west of the River Jordan. 

Both Cairo and Moscow were quick to cry that 
the United States dictated Hussein’s actions. 
This is proof rather of Egyptian and Russian 
intrigues than of American interference. The 
Eisenhower Doctrine may have had an effect not 
to be traced at the moment. And King Saud’s 
visit to Washington also must have helped to 
check a breakdown sought by pro-Communists 
for the advantage of Communists. 

King Hussein’s firmness—and the restraint of 
Israel, without which troops might be going into 
battle today—have given Russian colonialism a 
notable check. His success is doubtless the most 
favorable development, as seen by Western 
eyes, in the Middle East in a long time. 
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Home Missionary Work 

A sample of how much persuading President 
Eisenhower has to do to get his program through 
the Republican side in Congress is provided by 
the flat stand of Representative Simpson of 
Pennsylvania against United States affiliation 
with the OTC—the Organization for Trade Co- 
operation. The President has called on Con- 
gress to approve affiliation as a means of facili- 
tating international commerce. Congressman 
Simpson says that he and many of his colleagues 
“will do our best to defeat the bill.” He is a 
veteran protectionist who has consistently 
fought the Administration on tariff policy. 

One of the troubles here is that Richard M. 
Simpson is a blican in a position of 
influence in his party. He is serving his elev- 
enth consecutive term. When Mr. Simpson en- 
tered the House in 1937, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was a major who probably had never even 
thought of being President. Term by term, 
Congressman Simpson has climbed up the lad- 
der in the House Ways and Means Committee 
until today he is outranked on the G.O.P. side 
by only Reed of New York and Jenkins of Ohio. 

This is not to suggest that all the opposition 
to joining OTC is on the Republican side. There 
is a new interest in protectionism among some 
Southern Democrats and they can be counted 
on to oppose affiliation with the international 
body which recommends tariff reductions. But 
Richard Simpson is representative of all too 
many Republicans in Congress. If the OTC 
measure is to pass, President Eisenhower has a 
lot of home missionary work to do. 
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Racial Reason, in South Africa 

The South African government appears at last 
to have gone too far for its own good in harass- 
ing its natives with what are perhaps the strict- 
est of all segregation laws. 

A clause in its Native Laws Amendment Bill, 
now up for passage, provides that no African 
Negro may worship jn a church in a city area 
without obtaining permission from the Minister 
of African Affairs. Bishop Reeves of Johannes- 
burg decided such an infringement of freedom 
of worship would be intolerable. He announced 
that if this bill became law the Anglican church 
would not accept it and would counsel its clergy 
and people to reject it. 

The: Roman Catholic, Methodist, Presbyterian 
and Baptist churches since have gone on record 
against the measure. But the heaviest blow to 
Prime Minister Strijdom and his government 
came fromthe Dutch Reformed Church, which 
also is opposing the bill. This church is the 
largest in South Afvica and has been regarded 
as the idéological mouthpiece of the government. 

Thus a firm stand taken by the churches has 
informed a government which has been notori- 
ously unjust to one racial group that the line is 
drawn. ‘ft is difficult to see how even Strijdom 
and his cohorts can accept this united church 
challenge and @xpect to win. 
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Offshore Oil to the Court 


The dispute between the United States Gov- 
ernment and the State of Louisiana over off- 
shore oil lands has been heard by the United 
States Supreme Court, with the possibility of a 
decision before the court's recess in June. If 
the decision should go against the Government 
and Louisiana should gain jurisdiction over the 
bed of the Gulf of Mexico to a distance of 10% 
miles out, that would only be an invitation to 
further incursions against national sovereignty. 

Louisiana officials have already indicated they 
will eventually press for jurisdiction to a 27- 
mile limit. But even that is not the foreseeable 
end. Since the State claims for itself what La 
‘Salle claimed in 1682 for France, it may push its 
ambitions to the edge of the Continental Shelf, 
where the submerged rim of North America 
drops off into the ocean deeps, 120 to 180 miles 
out from shore! 

As we said four years ago when Congress un- 
wisely quitclaimed the offshore belt to coastal 
states, those states were being invited to extend 
their claim to offshore-oil billions as far to sea 
as their imaginations would reach. 

Is it not time for Congress to call a halt to 
all this by enacting legislation which will recog- 
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nize’ what the Supreme Court has repeatedly 
said—that under our Constitution, paramountcy 
over these lands girdling our coasts is an ad- 
junct of natianal sovereignty? 
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Economy With a Pinch of Salt 

The President says it will be OK for Con- 
gress to reduce the appropriation for the soil 
bank by a quarter of a billion dollars, but before 
anybody starts cutting taxes on the strength of 
this “economy” he had better give a second look. 

If soil bank expenditures for the coming year 
are to be smaller than expected, that is because 
fewer farmers than expected are signing up for 
reduction. of plantings, If farmers are staying 
out of the soil bank, they will be raising more 
crops. If they raise more crops, that is going 
to increase the Government’s potential liability 
for price support operations. 

In other words, what the Treasury does not 
pay out in soil bank benefits may have to be 
paid out later in crop loans, and so this quarter- 
billion-dollar “economy” in the farm budget may 
prove to be illusory. 

At his news conference last week, President 
Eisenhower cited the farm program as one area 
where expenditures might ultimately come down. 
Everybody will hope.so. Yet it is a curious fact 
that this Administration, which has talked so 
much about cutting the farmer adrift in the free 
market, has set an all-time high in expenditures 
for the benefit of agriculture. 

In the 1957-58 budget, those expenditures are 
estimated at 4.9-billions, compared with 2.9 bil- 
lions in 1953, and an average of 1.4 billions dur- 
ing the eight years between 1945 and 1952. 

The circumstances which thé Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration faced in agriculture were, of course, 
vastly different from those faced by the Truman 
Administration immediately after World War II, 
when world-wide shortages sustained the de- 
mand for American farm products. The big 
farm budget is not du@ to a peculiar profligacy 
on the part of Ezra Taft Benson.

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Sweden and Soviet Spies 

Sweden, Norway and Finland are small but 
strategic nations on Soviet Russia’s northwest- 
ern flank where spies have been operating busi- 
ly since World War II ended. The several rings 
uncovered, the various diplomatic attaches ex- 
pelled and scale of the espionage have now all 
been capped by developments in Sweden, where 
a case involving atomic and submarine disclos- 
ures has popped open. 

The Russian and Swedish charges and coun- 
tercharges since 1945 seem likely to reach a new 
high with arrest of the assistant secretary of the 
Swedish Atomic Energy Commission and of a 
former draftsman of the Swedish navy. Sweden 
has long been in the forefront of small nations 
in the atomic field and has been considering 
manufacture of its own thermonuclear weapons. 

Heretofore the Swedish spy cases have in- 
volved prosaic incidents concerning conven- 
tional weapons, with exception of one unique 
incident in which Moscow sought to learn all 
about secret underground military caverns that 
are supposed to be proof against.the most pow- 
erful bombs. Sentences have ranged up to life, 
and three major rings have been broken up. 

Is this a new ring, possibly rivaling the Cana- 
dian spy network that disclosed Russia’s handi- 
work soon after World War II ended? Subma- 
rines, from which atomic missiles now can be 
fired, and nuclear data are both high on the list 
of most desired espionage facts. Thus far 
Sweden has gone calmly about its thwarting of 
Soviet espionage with no witch-hunting. It can 
be counted on to handle the latest development” 
without using Moscow’s methods. 
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Discharge of an Unruffled Veteran 

The passing of the cavalry horse has been the 
subject of many a printed lament and so has 
the departure of the army mule, Up to how we 
have seen no tribute to the messenger pigeon, 
now being mustered out by the United States 
Army. Information which we believe to be 
accurate says that the military has decided to 
discontinue its pigeon-training program and to 
dispose of the birds that have served it well. 

This ends one of the longest relationships in 
military history. Messenger pigeons carried in- 
telligence from battlefields and beleaguered 
cities in the days of the Babylonians and Phoe- 
nicians, Caesar used the homing pigeon in his 
conquest of Gaul. In the Middle Ages, pigeons 
released by the Saracens warned of the move- 
ments of the Crusaders in the Holy Land. The 
winged messengers flew for the Dutch in their 
wars of independence in the 1500s, for the Vene- 
tians during the Austrian siege of 1849, and for 
the embattled Parisians in 1870. 

Our armiy and navy began training pigeons 
to carry military intelligence in the late 1800s, 
the pigeon corps reaching its flower in World 
War I. Yet the force went on to win new laurels 
in Korea in getting messages away from dam- 
aged ships, shattered planes and sagging battle 
lines. Now the messenger pigeon is outmoded 
by advanced electronic communications and is 


, up for discharge. Even so, think for a moment 


of the pigeon flying a message for an American 
division in the Korean war. He was nearing 
home when he suffered an injury to his wing. 
Did he give up? Not at all. Asserts the bulle- 
tin of the reliable National Georgraphic Society: 
“Forced to land, he walked the last two miles.” 

We would like to see the best of new com- 
munication systems do that under fire. Or just 
any mechanical contraption. 
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Pay Rises and Home Rule

Weary 
of repelling nameless and faceless ac- 
cusers, Mr. Norman apparently was 
driven finally into taking his own life. 

Six years ago, when the ugly phe- 
nomenon known as McCarthyism was 
nearing its crest in the Unittd States, 
Mr, Norman was accused by a United 
States House committee of being a for- 
mer Communist. A security check by 
the Canadian Government proved that 
the allegations were completely base- 
less, 

But Mr. Norman suffered the fate of 
many other innocent people. Suspicion, 
once aroused, clung to his name like 
an odious fog. It was revived when 
the counsel for a U.S. Senate subcom- 
mittee produced “evidence” (not made 
public) and quoted sources (undisclosed) 
supposedly indicating that Mr. Norman 
had had prewar “Communist connec- 
tions.” 

To say, in these circumstances, that 
Mr. Norman committed suicide is al- 
most to torture speech. He had been 
vindicated by his own Government. The 
U.S. State Department had refused to 
countenance the allegations. The most 
respected American newspapers had 
excoriated those who sought to smear 
his name. It must have seemed to Mr. 
Norman that it was all to no purpose. 

When a man is destroyed by others 
in this cowardly fashion, murder by 
slander is the only proper verdict.

Misery Is in the Spaniard 


PAGAN SPAIN, by Richard Wright. (Har- 
per, 241 pgs., $3.) 


The basic factor in the misery of 
Spain lies in the nature of the Span- 
iard, says Richard Wright. He feels 
that it necessarily engenders suppres- 
sion and poverty, which the Franco re- 
gime is now sustaining. Wright's own 
nature, it should be said at the out- 
set, must be considered by the reacer 
of this book, for its abundant subjec- 
tive material really tells more about 
the author than about Spain. His dis- 
position toward emotional conclusions 
can hardly go unnoticed. 

Wright’s concern with human affairs 
and his desire to get at their roots in 
this book recall “Black Boy” and “Na- 
tive Son,” which reflected his life as 
a Negro in the United States. “Pagan 
Spain” grew out of two trips he has 
made to that country since 1954, and 
he began them with a sense of out- 
rage. The fate of Spain in the Civil 
War had hurt and 
haunted him, he 
says, and he had 
never been able to 
overcome a desire 
to understand its 
causes.

by declaring that the Spanish prefer

At a bullfight, which he describes 
ost dramatically, he realizes at his 
rst sight of the bull that “it had to be 
killed . . . not only slain, but cere- 
moniously slain.” For this spectacle 
is “a conquering of fear, the making of 
a religion of a conquering of fear.” 
Prostitution is sin to Spaniards, 
Wright says, but not a social problem 
to be eradicated. Poverty in general 
receives only the attention of private 
and Church charity, he notes. 


Questions and answers from a Fa- 
langist handbook are quoted periodi- 
cally, as though to embellish Wright’s 
conception of the religiosity of Spain: 
The recurrence of these excerpts, 
which are very like chants, lends a 
liturgical quality to the text. 


Wright gathers material for his con- 
clusions in his book in absorbing inter- 
views and excursions. He meets repre- 
sentatives of upper and lower economic 
classes, the aristocracy, Protestants, 
Jews, the intelligentsia, prostitutes and 
bullfighters. He lives with a family 
in Barcelona, unwittingly finds him- 
self a boarder in a house of assigna- 
tion in Seville, attends a flamenco 
exhibition in a cave in the gypsy sec- 
tion of Granada and spends a week in 
Seville during a religious celebration. 
The verve of his writing, which well 
transmits. the color of the setting, 
creates a vivid picture of Spanish life.

However, as the Israelis sat 
down to their seder last night, 
they were not thinking of the 
difficulties which this new wave 
of mass immigation will in- 
evitably bring with it. Belt. 
tightening is almost a national 
pastime here, and there is not 
a single Israeli who would put 
his own natural desire for per- 
sonal comfort above the need 
of homeless Jews to find refuge 
in this country.

Smoothing Surfaces 
Painting. 


S we've said a good many 
A times in the past, you can’t 

expect to get a smooth paint 
job if the fresh paint is applied 
over a rough surface. This 
brings us around to the various 
things you can do to a rough 
painted surface to make it 
smooth enough for fresh paint. 


About the best way to smooth 
off a rough paint job is to sand 
dyn the paint until it’s smooth. 

s takes time but a power 
sander will help considerably. 
It’s not necessary to sand off 
all the old paint, just enough 
to smooth out the surface. After 
this, dust and you're ready for 
paint. 


On large areas such as walls, 


before 


* sanding becomes a big operation. 


What you can use here to pro- 
duce a smooth surface is a thin 
coat of spackle. The spackle is 
applied to the entire wall area 
and is then smoothed off with 
a rubber squeegee. 


Many areas you paint have 
small rough spots and there are 
several ways that these can be 
treated. If the roughness is due 
to a layer of paint having chip- 
ped off, try spackle or, if the 
spot isn’t too deep, a couple of 
coats of paint. It’s best if before 
you patch you sand down the 
edges around the chipped spot 
so that they are tapered. This 
produces a neater patch. 

Roughness in wood that. has 
never been painted must be re- 
moved by sanding before paint 
is applied. 
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Simmer canned limas with 
minced onion and a bay leaf 
plus enough water to make the 
mixture. of. soup. consistency.

He Was Here 


Lonely Spot Where Christ Was Baptized 


Jordan Is Just a Creek by U.S. Standards, With Vendors Waiting to Sell Water to Pilgrims 


By American definition, the 
River Jordan is no river at all 
—in most parts of this country 
it would be called a creek. Yet 
in the Jordan’s muddy water 
occurred one of the major 
events of Christ’s life, His bap- 
tism by John. Here, in the sec- 
ond article in a series on fam- 
ous places in Palestine, is a 
report on how the baptismal 
site looks today.

JERICHO, Jordan, 

April 16 (AP) 
ATER is exported to the 
W ends of the earth from a 
muddy creek near here 

where John baptized Christ. 

Venders display small flasks 
of the water for sale to visitors 
on the banks of the stream. 
Regularly huge shipments for 
use in baptisms go by air and 
sea to the United States, Eur- 
ope and the Far East. 

The water comes from the 
point on the Jordan river 
known as the site of the sacred 
baptism—which occurred at the 
start of Christ's three years of 
public life and teaching. 

The site is close to the low- 
est place on the face of the 
earth. Within sight is the Dead 
Sea, 1,000 feet below sea level, 

Jesus probably came to this 
spot through the Jordan Valley 
from Galilee in the north. The 
modern traveler visits the area 
from Jerusalem. This means 
he drives in half an hour from 
Jerusalem's elevation 2000 feet 
above sea level to the Jordan 
at 1000 feet below. 

The road branches off after 
leaving Jericho and takes the 
traveler across a flat desert 
plain, ending at the banks of the 
Jordan. In winter this low area 
is comfortably warm; in sum- 
mer it is suffocatingly hot. 

The baptismal site is away 
from villages or other normal 
human habitation. Nearby is the 
Convent of St. John the Baptist, 
first built 1500 years ago. On 
the bank of*the river stands a 
Franciscan chapel and a small 
altar. A stone staircase leads 
to the water, and nearby two 
or three venders sit quietly 
beside their flasks of water 
waiting for visiting pilgrims.

With two trumps outstanding, 
the ace of diamonds is knocked 
out and when West continues 
hearts, South doesn’t trump but 
throws a club. Now even if the 
defense leads still another heart 
dummy’s trump can take the 
ruff and declarer isn’t short- 
ened.
